The "isostacy' theory has ' some 


Rood grounds, of fact and reason 
to starid upon, but others which 
have-made a louder noise are hard- 
ly more convincing, except, to~ their 
inventors, than the continent-voy- 
aging notion above mentioned. How- 
ever, a geologist of the first rank, 
Professor .T. C. ChamberHn of Chi- 
cago University, now attacks and 
rejects even the hydrostatic equili- 
brium theory. He sums, up his own 
conclusions, in the Journal of Geol- 
ogy; as follows:

elastico-rlgid construction of the 
earth.

Silkworms can be grown even in 


bleak Connecticut, and have been by 
he tens of thousands; the difficulty 
s the cost of labor. 
A Harvard 


professor, Arthus H. Cole, has re- 
ently described, in "The-American 
Economic Journal," the silk fever 
of the '30s of _the last century, 
when the Chinese mulberry tree was 
ntroduced to America and a farm 
japer solemnly assured the farmer 
.hat "a single acre In mulberries 
vlll clothe and educate his children: 
and that five will enable him to live 
sumptuously and lay -by enough In 
en years to leave his family In- 
dependent." -In those days. Daniel 
.Vebster bought 5,00 o" trees .for his 
arm at Marshfleld. Mass.; and the 
Legislatures of Masaachusetts.iCon- 
lecticut, 
Maine, Vermont, 
New 


ersey, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Ohift 
and Indiana excitedly passed laws 
'granting state bounties for mulberry 
raising and silk reeling. The trees 
flourished, .but the Industry lan- 
guished. Trees which sold, for a 
dollar each In 1S37 could not be 
given away in 1$39. 


Professor 
Cole seems lo have^ 


overlooked earlier silk fevers: Once 
Just before the War of Indepen- 
dence and again in Washington's 
first Administration the passion for 
silk raising swept New England. 
President Stiles. of Yale and his 
wife raised 3,000 silkworms In New 
Haven In 1771 and sent their silk 
product to London, where a friend 
eked put with" sllk_b6ug-ht .of J-Beh- 
jamin Franklin, who was gro\vln.sr 
worms in Philadelphia, enough to 
make a 10y yard dress for his wife. 
In 1790 fifty families In New Haven 
raised silkworms and the fever had 
spread throughout Connecticut;'and 
in 1791 a Mr. Asplnwall persuaded 
the New York Assembly to promise 
a premium of $3 for every, 100 mul- 
berry trees reaching the age

Earlier than this, colonial Vlr- 


ffinla passed a Uiw, neglected as 
prohibition today, compelling evcr> 
farmer to plant six mulberry trees 
for seven years; James 1 attempted 
to establish the silkworm iu. Vir- 
ginia in 1609; Cortez, Indeed, intro- 
duced silkworms Into .Mexico nearly 
a century before the Pilgrims landed 
at Plymouth. All In vain; the silk- 
worm is only, a curiosity in the 
Americas today. The silk merchants 
of America havo ceased to plant 
mulberry nurseries about -their New 
England mills, and wisely spend 
their surplus on silk Institutes like 
.that of Ling-nan where Mie silk In- 
dustry Is 4,00 or 5,000 years old and 
labor Is almost as"cheap .today as 
when the-flrst'Wlld silkworms were 
brought down from the hills.

Victim* Trampled. 


Children were borne underfoot to 
be trampled. Others were

and crushed by the pressure of the 
surrounding adults. Still others, 
similarly pinioned, were suffocated. 
Those in the rear were caught by 
the flames. 
Firemen arriving from the St. 
Catherine street east station found 
the stairway Inextricably jammed 
with the lower most part of 
rnass only a few steps from 
main floor Attempts to relieve the 
pressure by pulling a.t individual 
members of tho tangle were unavail- 
ing. Firemen tied a rope about tho 
body of one child In the hope that it 
was the key log of the jam, but were 
unable to budge it

futilely in the blinding smoke and 
irtense heat to save some ot the 
pinioned children. He dragged nine 
little victims to a window Oier the 
entrance cojiopy and thrust them 
out In the hope that some were 
alive.

survived. • Almost 
overcome by the smoke himself, he 
crawled on to the canopy and was 
taken to the. street by firemen. 


Weather Biting Cold. 


Meanwhile holes had been chopped 
through the stairs under the 3am 
of bodies. As the victims were 
taken out by the •firemen and volun- 
teers they were removed to nearby 
stores or dwellings to -nrotect them 
from 
the bltlrg cold. Ambulance 
surgeons flitted from one place to 
another rendering first 3Jd 
The 
more seriously Injured were rushed 
Off in ambulances fifteen died In 
one hospital alone. 
The flre was soon extinguished, 
but for hours afterwards the am- 
bulances raced between the tem- 
porary hospitals and the general In- 
stitutions or bore their pitiful bur- 
dens to the city morgue. 
Moving scenes were enacted at 
all these places, but 
particularly
